inches  deep  in  rows  two  or  three  feet  apart  and  at 
least  a foot  apart  in  the  row.  At  time  of  planting 
only  cover  the  crowns  about  two  inches.  If  covered 
more  deeply  at  this  time  they  may  fail  to  grow. 
The  soil  should  be  well  manured  before  planting 
and  again  lute  in  th.e  fall.  The  tops  should  be  re- 
moved from  the  patch  and  dressing  of  manure  ap- 
plied. The  second  years  tops  should  also  be  allowed 
to  grow  undisturbed  till  fall  and  then  removed  and 
another  dressing  of  manure  applied.  The  third 
spring  the  young  shoots  may  be  cut.

THE  PROPER  WAY  TO  RECEIVE 
AND  CARE  FOR  TREES 

Get  your  stock  as  soon  as  it  arrives  at  the  sta- 
tion. If  the  roots  are  dry  soak  them  in  water  for  15 
to  20  minutes,  it  will  do  them  a lot  of  good.  If 
you  can’t  plant  right  away,  cover  the  roots  and 
bodies  with  dirt.  Be  sure  and  prune  the  roots,  cut- 
ting out  all  the  broken  and  bruised  parts.  The  tops 
should  be  pruned  back  to  a bud  and  not  more  than 
four  to  six  inches  from  the  body  of  the  tree.  The 
leader  or  central  limb  should  be  left  four  or  five 
inches  above  the  highest  side  limb.  Have  the  hole 
big  enough  to  accommodate  all  of  the  roots  with- 
out crowding.  It  should  be  iust  deep  enough  so 
that  the  tree  will  set  two  or  three  inches  deeper 
-than  in  a nursery  row.  Fill  the  hole  about  hJjlf  full 
of  fine  dirt,  packing  it  carefully  around  the  roots, 
then  pour  about  a bucket  of  water  on  letting  it 
soak  aAvay.  You  can  then  fill  the  hole  up  tramping 
the  soil  in  firmly.

ABOUT  MAYVIEW  TRIAE  GROUNDS 

We  grow  and  test  on  Mayview  Trial  Grounds, 
berries,  shrubs,  perennials  and  fruit  trees,  and 
each  spring  we  plant  a lot  of  different  kinds  of 
vegetable,  flower  and  field  seeds.  These  are  planted 
in  rows,  staked,  named  and  numbered.  This  takes  a 
lot  of  time  and  work  to  keep  it  up  in  proper  shape. 

The  three  varieties  of  Raspberries  that  did  espec- 
ially well  this  year  are  Plum  Farmer,  Cumberland 
and  Kansas.  Cumberland  and  Plum  Farmer  lead  as 
to  quality  of  fruit,  with  Kansas  a little  behind  on 
quality,  but  believe  it  will  make  up  for  It  on  Its 
ability  to  stay  against  the  hard  knocks.  It  Is 
especially  good  in  resisting  drought.  We  are  mak- 
ing the  SPECIAL  PRICE  of  $3.00  for  100  on  the 
.above  varieties. 

Our  Grape  crop  was  good.  We  especially  tested 
out  the  Moores’  Early,  Worden  and  Concord.  All 
are  good  (See  description  in  Seed  Book  Page  62), 
but  choose  Concord  for  best  all  purpose  grape. 

Here  are  some  figures  that  might  be  of  interest 
to  you  from  our  records  secured  at  the  trial 
grounds.  Our  Raspberries,  Blackberries  and  Grapes 
make  up  about  % of  an  acre  patch,  and  we  took 
,$2.50.00  worth  of  fruit  off  them  this  year,  with  a 
poor  crop  of  Blackberries.  Besides,  there  are  some 
fruit  trees  planted  along  here  and  there  over  this 
ground.  We  recommend  planting  these  fruits  in 
rows  7 feet  apart.  Raspberries  and  Blackberries 
3 feet  apart  in  the  row,  with  Grapes  6 feet.
